section, the largest in the country, it is 
claimed, and the looms are tbe fastest in 
the city, so the four strikers say.

Many of the weavers asked for and re- 


ceived an advance in wages last week.

early history of Ireland dwellinc upon Ire- 
laud's ancient glory. 


He attributed the narration of much of 


Ireland's history to her enemies. The com- 
ing of St. Patrick, and the conversion of 
the country to Christianity: the battles 
with the Danes were related in glowins 
languaae. In speaking of the battle of 
Clontarf, the lecturer uttered one sentence 
full of significance. He said: "'There are 
many today who boast of their Anglo-Sax- 
on blood, but at tbat day they did not pre- 
sent a very heroic attitude.'" 


Art. McMurrougb, from whom the speak- 


er said, the Murphy's and Cavanauh's are 
descended, received considerable attention, 
for his effort, to wipe out the whole En- 
glish plantation, after the English had 
gained a foothold in that section of Lein- 
ster. known as "the pale." 
McMurrough 


succeeded in defeating Kichard III. who 
landed in Waterford in 1395, with a lar^e 
force. 


His description of the "Wars of the 


Pioses"' was excellent. By quoting Eng- 
lish history he showed that the "Wars of 
the Roses" surpassed tbe famous story of 
the Kilkenny cats. Irishmen contend for 
a principle:, but when the Plautaganet 
homes of York and Lancaster robbed, mur- 
dered, poisoned and assassinated their own 
kin, they fought to show that the great- 
grandfather of one was born a short while 
before the other. 


The next portion of the lecture was de- 


voted to the time of Queen- Elizabeth and 
Hugb. (yXeil, and during his description, 
the audience could scarcely restrain their 
feelings as the events were pictured to 
them. 


Attention was given to tbe landing of 


Strongbow and the time of Henry II also 
to Henry VIII who when he saw that he 
was unable to secure a divorce left the 
Catholic religion and became a pope in 
England. 
He showed tbe tyrannical dis- 


position of Queen Elizabeth and the way 
she was tricked by Hugh O'Xeil with 
whose fine bearing and rigure she was so 
overcome tbat he met 
treachery with 


treachery and stored up ammunition ifor 
big battles which came to the glory of Ire- 
land. 


Cromwell's ability as a statesman and 


warrior was recognized but the speaker 
said: "It is not as a soldier that Cromwell 
is hated in Ireland; it is for his cruelty and 
treachery. For his massacre of men, wo- 
men and children." 
He denounced Crom- 


well as a coward, tyrant and blood-thirsty 
brute. 


Reference to Sarsfield and William III

Slontarf, Lhe lecturer uttered one sentence 
full of significance. Hesaid: "There are 
many today who boast of tbclr An"lo-Sax- 
on blood, but at lhat day Ihcy did not pre- 
sent a very heroic altitude." 


Art. McMurrough, from whom tho speak- 


er said, the Murphy's and Cavanauh's arc 
descended, received considerable allention 
for his effort lo \vipe out the whole En- 
glish 
plantation, after the English had 


gained a foothold in that seel ion of Lcin- 
sler, known as "the pale." 
McMurroufh 


succeeded iu defeating Richard III who 
landed in Watcrford in 1:JD5, with a lan.e 
force.

His descripllon of the "Wsrs of the 


Hoses" was excellent. By quoting Eng- 
lish history he showed lhat the "\Vars of 
the Hoses" surpassed the famous story of 
the Kilkenny cats.

Hon. John F. Finnerty of Chicago, paid 


another visit to our city yesterday, upon 
the invitation of the local Hibernian lodges, 
and in the evening, under their auspices, 
he lectured m Associate hall before ais 
audience outnumbering that which greeted 
him ou his previous visit. 


"The song and story of Ireland," was 


his subject, and in treating it he was ably 
assisted by the eminent vocalist, Mr. M. J. 
Murphy, of Bay City, Michigan. 


Mr. James O'Sullivan called the meeting 


to order, and after welcoming those ptes- 
ent introduced Mr. John A. O'Hcarn as 
chairman of the evening. Mr. O'Hearn's 
remarks were very complimentary to Mr. 
Finneuy, and he related several incidents 
in connection with the life of the ex-con- 
gressman, whose name is known to all 
Iiishmeu. 


The lecturer was greeted with piolonged 


applause. His subject was divided into 
sis parts, each relating to some particular 
period in Iiish history. 
He reviewed the 


early history of Ireland dwelling upon Ire- 
laud's ancient glory. 


He attributed the narration of much of 


Ireland's history to her enemies. The com- 
ing of St. Patrick, and the conversion of 
the country to Christianity; the battles 
with the Danes were related in glowing 
languaae. In speaking of the battle of 
Clontarf, the lecturer uttered one sentence 
full of significance. 
He said: "'There are 


many today who boast of their Anglo-Sax- 
on blood, but at that day they did not pre- 
sent a very heroic attitude.'1 


Art. MeMurrongh, from whom the speak- 


er said, the Murphy's and Cavanauh's are 
descended, received considerable attention, 
for his effort to wipe out the w hole En- 
glish plantation, after the English had 
gained a foothold in that section of Lein- 
ster, known as "the pale." McMurrough 
succeeded in defeating Richard III, who 
landed in Waterford in 1395, with a large 
force. 


His description of the "Wars of the 


Rosss" was excellent. 
By quoting Eng- 


lish history he showed that the "Wars of 
the Roses" surpassed the famous story of 
the Kilkenny cats. Irishmen contend for 
a principle:, but when the Plantaganet 
homes of York and Lancaster robbed, mur- 
dered, poisoned and assassinated their own 
kin, they fought to show that the great- 
grandfather of one was born a short while 
before the other. 


The next portion of the lecture was de- 


voted to the time of Queen Elizabeth and 
Hugh O'Xeil, and during his description, 
the audience could scarcely restrain their 
feelings as the events were pictured to 
them. 


Attention was given to the landing of 


Strongbow and the time of Henry II also 
to Henry VIII who when he saw that he 
was unable to secure a divorce left the 
Catholic religion and became a pope in 
England. 
He showed the tyrannical dis- 


position of Queen Elizabeth and the way 
she was tricked by Hugh O'Xeil with 
whose fine bearing and figure she was so 
overcome that he met 
treachery with 


treachery and stored up ammunition ifor 
big battles which came to the glory of Ire- 
land. 


Cromwell's ability as a statesman and 


warrior was recognized but the speaker 
said: "It is not as a soldier that Cromwell 
is hated in Ireland; it is for his cruelty and 
treachery. For his massacre of men, wo- 
men and children." 
He denounced Crom- 


well as a coward, tyrant and blood-thirsty 
brute. 


Reference to Sarsfield and William III 


permitted the speaker to correct many mis. 
taken ideas of the circumstances leading 
up to the battle of the Boyne. Ihe spirit 
of Irish-American Catholics today may be 
summed up as follows: "We take our re- 
ligion from Home bat not our politics." 


The description cf the battle of Fontenoy 


proved the oratorical treat of the evening.

The Central Labor union had a long and 


interesting meeting yesterday afternoon. 
The chief subject of discussion nas a circu- 
lar fiom the United Garment Workeisof 
Bosiou, complaining that certain houses in 
Lowell patronize scab shops and sweat con- 
ceins, viz: clothing houses that send their 
goods out to tenement houses to be made. 
The scao shops,however,H i?i e those to w hich 
objection •« as taken. 


It was shown that none of the firms in 


Lowell had the union label on their cloth- 


ing, but a committee appointed to see the 
local dealei-., consisting of Mr. Rini; and 
Brother Kendall, reported that they hail 
been kindly received by a number of deal- 
ers. 


Every dealer they had met agreed to com- 


ply witii the request of the circular in re 
fusing to patiuni/e scab labor. One said 


. he was informed by a wholesale house that 


I he could put the union label ou every gar- 
ment in his store and 
he happened to be I 


among tlie 
number accused of buying j 


from scab firms. 


This led to the statement that the union 


label was for sale or else that a counterfeit 
was obtainable. 
Various motions were 


made in regard to boycotting certain houses 
but the wind up of the discussion w .is that 
a committee was appointed to diaft a set 
of resolutions ID circular form to be ad- 
dressed to the local dealers setting forth 
the disposition of the labor otganizations 
to patronize only such stores as use the 
union label. President Meehan, Treasurer 
Buckley and Mr. Rafferty were appointed 
to do this work. 


A lively discussion was caused by the 


statement reported to the effect that the 
Building Laborers' union had made con- 
tract with a certain dealer for a number of 
hats required for a celebration. 


The price was made but the union found 


hats a few cents cheaper with another deal- 
er and purchased the latter although they 
were prison made goods while the higher 
priced bats were union made. 


Treasurer Buckley repelled this state- j 


ment stating that the building laborers i 
bad purchased hats as agreed from the 
man who made the statement. 
The'-only 


inference was that the dealer who made 
the charge was mistaken or that some other 
organization had been guilty of the offence 
instead of the building laborers. 


Methods were taken to advertise the 


carpenters meeting to be held in Jackson 
hall next Friday evening. 


A communication was received from the 


street car workers stating that they were 
willing to send delegates to the C. L. "U. 
The secretary was instructed to issue cre- 
dentials to them. 


The matter of appointing a state factory 


inspector came up for discussion. 


Michael Logan of the legislative com- 


mittee reported that certain unions had de- 
cided not to lecommend a woman for ap- 
pointment. 


He said there was one woman in office 


now and he did not know whether they 
could name any one that would do any bet- 
ter. 
He did not care whether this woman 


was dropped or not, but the Cotton Spin- 
ners union hud decided to favor the ap- 
pointment of a man. They found that C. 
A. Dam had been working for the place 
and he recommended the endorsement of 
Mr. Dam. 


Mr. Loaan said he had written to the 


governor in favor of Mr. Dam and received 
a reply stating that the matter would re- 
ceive due attention. 


This brought out a vigorous protest from 


the chairman and several others who said 
that the union must act fairly in the mat- 
ter. The governor had asked for the name 
of a woman favored by the C. L. U. Now 
it was proposed to send him the name of a 
man and a corporation man at that. Various 
speakers stigmatized this as unwise. 
Mr. 


Ring was particularly emphatic. 
He said 


it would be an insult to organized labor 
to go outside and take up a corpor- 
ation tool for endorsement as a candidate 
foi inspector of factories. There 
were 


plenty of good men for the position naming 
Thomas F. Connolly, Michael Logan, Mr. 
Fletcher and others.

129 persons were 
killed. 


A heavy shock occurred nt Prosklnn 


while vespor services were being lield iu 
the parish iburch, which was quite an. 
old building, but a very substantial edi- 
ace. The walls of the church fell, bury- 
ing all the woralCppe'ra in the ruins. The 
residents of the building vere tevror 
stricken at tbe violence of the seismic 
diaturbauce, aud some little time elapsed 
before tbc£ recovered enough pi-esence of 
mind to attempt to remove those covered, 
with the debris of the church- Finally, 
however, H force was organized nntl the 
wovkoi rescue.begnu.

EARTHQUAKE 


Many Persons Kilted and 


Injured in Greece. 


A NUMBER OF CHUKCHES 


THROWN DOWN.

ATHESS, April 23. — The earthquake 


•hocks that began at about 7:93 Friday 
night continued with raora or less fre- 
quency until yesterday. All Saturday 
night a moving of the aartb. was noticed, 
and the people of this city were in a state 
of semi-panic. 


Thousands of people spent the whole 


Bight in the streets, dreading that should 
they enter their houses a wore severe 
shock might brine the buildings down, 
upon them. Telegraphic communication 
with many parts ot the country is badly 
interrupted, and it is impossible to get 
news from some of the towns that mu^t 
have been affected by the shocks. 
This 


uncertainty has given rise to many ru- 
mors regarding the loss of lite, somp of 
the estimates placing it at a very high 
number. That it is large there is no 
doubt. 


All the di-ipatc.v'i from the provinces 


to the number of killed and injured, will 
greatly sivell the aecvnts of the damage 
to property. 
In threi villages aloue, 


Ma«eliua, Proskina anu Mavtino, all m 
the province of Locris, 129 persons were 
killed. 


A h«uvy shock occurred at Proskina 


while vesper services were being held in 
the parish church, whictt was quite an 
old building, but a very substantial eili- , 
flee. The walls of the church fell, bury- 
ing all the worshippers in the ruins. The 
residents of the building were terror 
Btrickeu at the violence of the seismic 
disturbance, and some little time elapsed 
before they recovered enough presence of 
mind to attempt to remove those covered 
with the debris of the church. Finally, 
however, a force was organized and the 
work of rescue began. Hardly a person 
in the church estaped without injury. ' 
Thirty were taken out dead, amid the 
wailing and sobbing of their relatives and < 
friends. Houses were thrown down in j 
other parts of the village, and the money . 
loss is great. 


"But Few Escaped. 


Some of the villagers are practically 


ruined. At Malesina houses tottered und 
fell as though built of cardboard. Hun- 
dreds of their occupants were caught 
before they had time to more than at- ; 
lempt to escape. In this little village BO | 
persons were killed, some of the bodies | 
being crushed out of all semblance to ' 
humanity. In some cases entire families, | 
fathers, mothersjand children, were taken 
out of the ruins dead. 


At Martino 39 persons were killed. 


Here, as at Proskina. tha parish church 
was the scene of the greatest number of 
fatalities, the walls of the structure beiug 
thrown from their foundations and too- 
pled upon the worshippers. The others 
who lost their lives were killed by falling 
houses. 


It would be almost impossible to de- 


scribe the scene in these villages. The 
people appear to be stunned, by the sever- 
ity c£ the blow that has fallen upon th°m, 
snd many of them are completely apa- 
thetic. 


Others who lost loved ones are searly 


crazed with grief, and many heart-rend- 
ing scenes have been witnessed as the 
dead are tenderly removed from 
the 


masses of wreckage that once repi-esented 
dwelling houses and places of worship. 


In the vicinity of Athens the fatalities 


were less numerous, but the damage to 
property is immense. The offices of the 
American Lloyd and 
other steamship j 


companies were partially destroyed.

The domes, walls aud mosaics of the 


famous Byzantine church of Daphnea i 
were very seriously injured.

ceived show that very many of the deaths , 
occurred in tbe churches. Last week was i 
passion week in the Greek church and 
religious services were held every day and ' 
evening. The services were very largely 
attended, and, several churches falling, ] 
this, in ,t measure, accounts for the large 
loss of life. A majority o£ the victims 
> 


were women and children. 


The government will be compelled to l 


adopt extraordinary measures to help the ' 
poor in the districts affected. Steps to 
this end have already been taken, and the ' 
state authorities are giving quick re- ! 
sponse to the calls that are being made 
upon them. 


The total number of deaths thus far re- ' 


ported is 160, but there is scarcely any | 
question that this number will be aug- j 
mented when the more remote villages 
are heard from.

When this dispatch was being sent j

BOSTON, Aprii 88.—A TMt crowd as- 


sembled on Boston Common yesterday 
afternoon to witness the departure of the 
unemployed for Washington, where they 
hope to join Coxey's army. When Morri- 
son I. Swift stepped on t« the improvised 
platform there were fully 25,000 present, 
and soon after the meeting got into work- i 
ing order fully 
35,000 were gathered 


around the bandstand. 


The crowd was a good-natured, hust- 


ling, bustling one, and did not seem to be 
et all impressed with the occasion or to 
be in sympathy with the movement that 


t the meeting was culled for, but had come 


j simply to have and make fuu, which they 


( did to their hearts' content, but at no 


time was there anything that could be 
called disorderly. Swift opened the meet- 
lug, but not haviug a very powerful 
voice he could not be heard at a great 
distant, and after standing some time tha 
crowd began to surge forward, and those 
in front of the speaker were forced on to 
the small platform, which succumbed to 
the strain and was broken to fragments. 
The speaker was thrown against the sap- 
ling tence that surrounds the bandstand, 
and under the pressure from the crowd 
the fence was bent, but did uot break. 


Swift took his position on the band- 


stand, and delivered his characteristic

Thousands of people ttpent the whole 


night in the streets, dreading that should 
they eqter 'their housea a more uevere 
shock might bring the buildings down 
upon them, Telegraphic communication 
with m.iuy parts of the country in badly 
Interrupted, and itia impossible to get 
news from some of the towns that must 
have been affected by the sbocka. 
This 


uncertainty has given rise to mnny ru- 
mors regarding the loss of life, somn of 
the estimates placing It at a very high 
number. 
That it is large there Is no 


doubt. 


All the di.Rpntchen from the provinces, 


to the number of killed and injured, will 
greatly swell the accounts of the damage 
to -property. 
In three villages aloue, 


Mnselina, Proskina and Murtiuo, all in 
the province of Locria, 129 persons were 
killed. 


A heavy shock occurred at Proskinn 


while vesper services were being held in 
the parish church, which was quite an 
old building, but a very substantial edi- 
fice. The walls of the church fell, bury- 
ing all tho worshippers in the ruins. The 
residents of the building were terror 
stricken at the violence of tho seismic 
disturbance, and some little time elapsed 
before they recovered enough presence of 
mind to attempt to remove those covered 
with the debris of the ohurch. Finally, 
Lowaver, a force waa organized and the 
work oi rescue began. Hardly a person 
in the churuh escaped without injury. 
Thirty were taken out dead, amid tha 
wailing aud sobbiug of their relatives and 
frieuds. 
Houses were thrown dowu in 


other parts of the village, and the money 
loss is great. 


Hut Few Escaped, 


Some of the villagers are practically 


ruined. At Malpaina houses tottered and 
fell ns though built of cardboard. 
Hun- 


dreds of their occupants were 
caught 


before they had time to more than at- 
tempt to escape. In this little village GO 
persona were killed, some of the 
bodies 


being crushed out of all fiemblanco to 
humanity. 
In some caeca entire families, 


fathers, mothers [and children, were taken 
out of the ruins dead. 


At Martino 39 persona were killed. 


Here, as at Proskina, the parish church 
was the sceuc of the greatest number of 
fatalities, the walls of the structure beiug 
thrown from their foundations -and top- 
pled npon the worshippers. The others 
who lost their Iive3 w*e killed by fulling 
houses. 


It would be almost Impossible to de- 


scribe the scene in these villages. The 
people appear to be stunned by the sever- 
ity of the blow that has fallen upon th«:m, 
und inuny of them are completely apa- 
thetic. 


Others who lost laved ones are »early 


crazed with grief, and many heart-rend- 
ing scenes have been witnessed as the 
dead are tenderly removed 
from 
tho 


masses of wretjkwge that once represented 
dwelling houses and places of worship. 


In the vicinity of Athens tbe fatalities 


were less numerous, but the deiDageto 
property is immense. The offices of tho 
American Lloyd and other steamship, 
companies were partially destroyed. 


Tbe domes, walls nnd mosKics of the 


r famous Byzantine church 
of Daphuea 


were very seriously injured.

ceivedshow that very many of the deaths J 
occurred in the churches. Last week WHS 
pna.siou week iu the Greek church and 
religious services were bnld every day and 
eveuiiig. The services were very largely 
attended, and, several churches fnlliug, 
this, in a measure, accounts * 
loss of life. A majority o 
were woinen and children. 


Tbe government, will be compelled to

greatly swell the accounts of the damage 
to property. 
In three villages alone, 


Maselina, Pimkina and Jlart'mo, all in 
the province of Locris, 129 persons were 
killed. 


A heavy shock occurred at Proskir.a 


while vesper services were being held iu 
the parish church, whict was quite aa 
old building, but a very substantial edi- 
fice. The walls of the church fell, bury- 
ing all the worshippers in the ruins. The 
residents of the building were terror 
stricken at the violence of the seismic 
disturbance, and some little time elapsed 
before they recovered enough presence of 
mind to attempt to remove those covered 
with the debris of the church. Finally, 
however, a force was organized and the 
work of rescue begau. Hardly a per.son 
in the church escaped without injury. 
Thirty were taken out de*d, amid the 
wailing and sobbing of their relatives and 
friends. Houses wnre thrown down in 
other parts of the village, and the money 
loss is great 


But Few Escaped. 


Some of the villagers are practically 


ruiued. At ilalesiiia houses tottered and 
fell as though built of cardboard. Hun- 
dreds of their occupants were 
caught 


before they had time to more than at- 
tempt to escape. In this little village 60 
persons were killed, some of the bodies 
bting crushed out of all semblance to 
humanity. In some cases entire families, 
fathers, mothersland childreft, were taken 
out of the ruins dead. 


At Martino 39 persons were killed. 


Here, as at Proskina, the parish church 
was the scene of the greatest number of 
fatalities, the walls of the structure being 
thrown from their foundations and too- 
pled upon the worshippers. The others 
who lost their lives were killed by falling 
houses. 


It would be almost impossible to de- 


scribe the scene in these villages. The 
people appear to be stunned by the sever- 
ity of the blow that has fallen upon th°m, j 
and many of them are completely apa- ' 
thetic.

Others who lost loved ones are nearly | 


crazed with grief, and many heart-rend- 
ing scenes have been witnessed as the 
dead are vtderly removed f-om 
the , 


masses of wreckage that once represented ; 
dwelling houses and places of worship.

In the vicinity of Athens the fatalities 


were less numerous, but the daaage to ' 
property is immense. The offices of the j

famous Byzantine church of Daphaea 
were very seriously injured.

The services were very largely 
attended, and, several churches falling, 
this, in a measure, accounts for the large , 
loss of life. A majority of 
were women and children. 


The government will be compelled to 


adopt extraordinary measures to heip the 
poor in the districts affected. Steps to 
this end have already been taken, and the 
state authorities are giving quick re- 
sponse to the calls that are being made 
upon them. 


The total number o£ deaths thus far re- 


ported is 1(50. 
but there is scarcely auy 


question that this number will be aug- 
mented when the more remote villages 
are heard from.

Ilkenliaus has been arrested for the kill- 
ing of Jaaies Tracy. Xot since the find- 
ing of the body of Carrie Whitney, who 
%vas murdered on the shore of Lake 
jVIassapoag about eight years ago, has 
there been so much excitement in this 
little town. 


Early Sunday morning James Tracy, 


who is said to have been half drunk, with 
two companions, tried to gain admittance 
to Ilkenhaus' house, and vrere met by 
Ilkenhaus at the door. Tracy stood on 
the top step and his companions were in 
the rear. 


Ilkeohaus opened the door but a few 


inches and emptied the chambers of a 33- 
culioer revolver into the body of Tracy. 


Oue of the bullets proved fatal, and that 


entered bis side a'boat 2 1-2 inches above 
the left nipple, between the fourth and 
filth ribs, through his left lung, severing 
an artery, and through his right lung, 
strikingjthe fourth rib, on his right side, 
and lodging just beneath the skin under 
his arm. 


When the first shot was fired Tracy and 


his companions started to run, and Ilken- 
haus, after firing three shots, closed his 
door, unconscious of the results of his 
shooting.
